hasty  pictures  for  the  Feria  (weekly  fair),  held  in  a  broad  street  branch- 
ing from  the  northern  end  of  the  old  Alameda,  and  in  front  of  the  old 
church  of  *  All  Saints,'  remarkable  for  its  picturesque  semi-Moorish 
belfry.  This  venerable  market  presents  every  Thursday  an  aspect 
which  has  changed  but  little  since  the  days  of  Murillo.  Fruit, 
vegetables  and  coarse  pottery,  old  clothes,  old  iron,  still  cover  the
